I have before me the applications for admission to 
Pine Creek Indian Kesidential School of fifteen Indian child- 
ren of the Island Lake Band. These children were recruited 
on the Keserve by Father M. Dutil, O.M.I., and flown directly 
to Campefville without reference to this office. The applications 
have now been received from Father DeBretagne, Medical examination 
having been given the children at Camperville. 


In checking these applications for Church affiliations, 
I find thet five of the children, shown as Roman Catholics on 
applications, are from families shown on our records as being 
adherents of the United Church, This is entirely possible, as 
a good many children whose parents are Protestants are baptized 
as Roman Catholics by the priests. 


However, in the new Indian Act, See.117, I note that 
no child of a Protestant parent may enter a Roman Catholic School 
except by written declaration of the parent. I wish to know if 
the signature of the parent on the Application for Admission to 
Residential School is considered by Dept. as “written direction 
of the parent". If not, I wish to be advised of the form of 
writtem direction necessary in cases of this type, and would ask 
that a sample of such be furnished me for future use, 


Kindly let me have your direction in this matter at the 
earliest, as I have no wish to become involved in any Denomin- 
ational argument which may arise oves these children.

It has been brought to my ettention 
that arrangements had been made to transfer the 
two Houle children from the Sandy Bay to the 
Pine Creek Indian Residential School without 
authority from the local Indian Superintendent. 


In order to maintain friendly 
relations with the local Indian Superintendent, 
it is only fair to arrange these matters through 
his office. This procedure will not hamper the 
arrangement in any way but will lead to sutual 
good will. 


When recruiting children for the 
first time you should also consult the local Indian 
Superintendent in each case in order that he may 
approach the Department for authority to admit the 
children as grant-earning pupils. 


We have had complaints from local 
rintendents that children are brought to the 
school first and later the Superintendent is asked 
to recommend the approval of the admission. This is 
hardly fair to the Superintendent concerned as he is 
responsible for all the children in his Superintendency 
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and there may be cases that he knows about 
where children need institutional care more 
than the ehildren picked out by the Missionary. 


Please bear this in mind for 
future transfers and admissions.

In a letter dated October 19th, Regional supervisor 
Davis recommended placing the above-mentioned boy in the Pine Creek 
School. mr, Levis' letter read in part as follows: 


"the above noted boy, who is twelve years of age, 
is in the Winnipeg General Hospital with a cast on his leg. 
pr. Wood advises me that Joseph should not be sent home, 
owing to home conditions, but should be put in one of our 
Residential Schools. The boy's father is dead and the 
mother has remarried and is now irs, Louis Sutherland, 
Sandy Bay Band. She refuses to sign the application to 
admit Joseph to school, 


"Would it be in order for me to send the boy to 
Pine Creek Residential School, as the hospital bili is 
running up and the child would be better in a school 
than the hospital? As the mother does not wish the boy 
to enter Residential School, I consider it would be 
better to send him to Pine Creek than the Sandy Bay 
School." 


Ae it was considered in the best interests of the boy . 
to follow the advice of Mr. Davis, approval was given for the 
admission of the boy to Pine Creek. 

Since the receipt of the letter of November 30, 
written by H.A. Lye, K.C., we reviewed our file and find that this 
boy was admitted to Sandy Bay in January, 1949, and the application 
form was signed by the father. 


Karly in 1950 the boy was placed in hospital and has 
not been in the Sandy Bay School since that time. 


I telephoned Mr, Davis yesterday and he pointed out 
again that the boy's father is now dead ~ that the mother has 
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re-married and that he considered home conditions unsuitable. 
He further stated that Dr. Wood did believe that after the 
boy had been in hespital for some time it would be preferable 
to have him placed in a residential school rather than in 

a home on the reserve. 


Mr. Davis further stated that it was impossible 
®to return the boy to Sandy Bay as they had their full quota 
of pupils and he therefore considered it advisable to 
recommend placing him in Pine Creek.

Joseph Beaulieu, #234 Sandy Bay, am attaching, hereto, 4 
copy of a letter from Dr. Wood, which is self explanatory. 

I would also like to point out that before Joseph Beaulieu 
was sent to Pine Creek Residential School the situation was 
discussed with the Medical Branch. 


Ir Joseph had been placed in the Sandy Bay School, 
where they are crowded, they could not have given him any 
extra supervision. This is a case where the boy will have to 
stay in the hospital or be in a Boarding School, I was not 
aware that this boy had been a pupil at the Pine Creek School. 


I tried to get the mother to sign the application. 
Mr, Guililas advised the mother by mail that the boy had been 
placed in the Pine Creek School. He did so by mail as on a 
previous occasion when trying to get in touch with Mrs. Sutherland 
he drove to McGregor, Manitoba, where she was reported to be 
living but she was not home and no one could tell him of her 
whereabouts. 


The only thing we can do is discharge the boy and 
have the Medical Branch place him in a hospital. Regarding 
the placing of a child ina school of their own choice - this 
can only be done when there is room in the school as you know 
a number of our schools are crowaed,.

Gibson during 1951 when in June he was operated on to 
give him a stable hip. He was then placed in plaster of 
aris. On October 25th Dr. Gibson wrote this office that 
e was ready for transfer from hospital and advised that 
he be placed in a school. The cast had to be changed every 
three months for a year. 


It was clearly necessary that he be in a 
place where supasvacten could be given as to the care of 
the cast and where a good diet gould be provided. This was 
not advisable in a home, particularly his own. 


Yne only satisfactory place for this boy 
was in a residential sehool where nursing service and care 
could be provided and diseipline in order to prevent break- 
down of the cast and malunion in the operative site.

I trust this letter will provide the information requested 
in your telegram of August 19th. However I would appreciate 
adviee from you as to the nature of the representations made 
Department and referred to in your telegram. As you are aware 
it is necessary to deal with Residential school applications on an 
individual basis, and I would not care to generalize on the 
eligibility of any children in that particular area,

Father Dumouchel informed me that the 
mother was preparing to enter the Romay Yatholic Church, and that 
the parents were willing to have the boys do likewise, At my re- 
quest, Father Dumouchel secured signed statements to this effect, 
plus a statement signed by both parents agreeing to the admission 
of their boys to Pine “reek School, Originals of these three 
statements are attached.

It is reported that Father Beaulieu visited the 
Rosseau River Reserve and picked these children up and 
took them to the Pine Creek School without first 
consulting the Indian Superintendent. 


Please advise the necessity for placing 
these children in the Pine Creek Indian Residential Sehool 
and why the matter was not discussed with either 
Superintendent Nield or Assistant Indian Superintendent 
L. Brad. For your information, the Department will not 
allow Per Capita Grant for these children until the matter 
is clarified.

She is a girl of 13, and 
according to her parents, she becomes hard to handle at home, 
and they thought that a few years ab the Residential School 
would do her good. 

Donald Henry and his brother Thomas are here 
because their father thought that Donald, of Grade VII would 
do better if he could have the periods of study, available at 
a Residential School, but hard to have in their homes. Since 
Donald was coming, the father wanted his brother to come along 
also. 

Larry Patrick was sent here, because his pa~ 
rents realize that the boy is reluctant to go to school on the 
Reserve.They had the experience with one of their daughters, 
older than Larry, who not returned to the Residential School 
became impossible to handled. 

I regret that these children where taken here 
without the knowledge of the Superintendent or the Assistant 
Superintendent, but I know that Father Beaulieu did not know 
of the procedure in taking new children to the School.

I am in receipt bf your letter 26-1- of the 4th 
inetant in connection with the 18 heed of milch cows that have to 
be destroyed at the Pine Greek Indian Residential Schoel. 


I beg to inform you that I have just received & commun~ 
ication from Mr. Ogletree, the Agent, with e@ copy of a letter 
attached from the Principal of the above mentioned echool, in 
connection with the cattle. Father Brachet suggests in this commun 
ication that he be ellowed to keep the cows until Fall with a view 
to securing a better price for them, and ststes that he has them 
in a separate pasture. He closes his letter by asking the Agent 
to recommend that the De partment furnish him with milch cows to 
replace the ones that reacted under the tuberculosis test. 


I might say that the Reverend Father's suggestions do 
no® meet with my approval, as 1 think it would be absolntely wrong 
to keep the cattle that are infected with tuberculosie around the 
place, and even if they are kept in a seperate pasture there is no 
doubt they would get mixed with the other cattle sometime during 
the summer. I1t would be a useless waste of money to buy @ new herd 
of cows and place them there ander present conditions, as, coming 
in contact with the other cattle they would probably become infected 
with the disease. lf the tubercular cattle are got rid of now, the 
gun would kill the tubercular germs in the pasture where they are 
kept. Whereas if they were kept there until Fall bhe germs would 
not be killed by the frost. The only solution is to get rid of all 
the cattle that have reacted, and thoroughly clean up the barns 
before any mere cows are purchased. 1 am writing to the Principal 
to this effect.

I beg to advise you that Mr. Graham, Superin- 
tendent of Indian Agencies at Regina, requested in March last 
that immediate arranzements be made to test the herd of cattle 
at the Pine Creek Indian School in Manitoba. This school 
46 situated in the Dauphin district, and as the herd aida not con- 
tain the required number of registered cattle Mr. Graham was 
informed that the Department could only accept it under the 
supervised herd plan. 


T later received a communication from the 

Reverend J. Bracket, the person in charge of the Indian School 
and I forwarde@’, in accordance with his request, the usual 
agreement form which must be siened in this connection. This 
form was duly signed and the herd was tested on April 2m and 
3rd last. The report of the test has not, however, yet been 
forwarded to this office, owing to the fact that difficulty has 
been experinnced in getting the nineteen animals, which reacted, 
destroyed. According to the agreement form signed there were 
fifty cattle in the herd. 


Dr. Still advises me that Inspector Biship 
informed him that Mr. Bracket made arrangements to ship the 
reactors to an abattoir in Winnipeg immediately the roads 
were in a fit condition to drive them to Winnipegosis for 
loading on the cars, while he was on the premises, As Mr. 
Bracket 4/4 not do so Dr. St411 wrote to him on April 7th and 
again on May 28th. He then took the matter up with Inspector 
Bishoép, who wrote to Mr. Bracket and received a reply on June 
8th stating that he had turned the reactors loose on the open 
prairies far away from the Indian School after the test was 
conduct@a. He also stated that these reactors were now dispersed 
throuzh the bush and swamps end that it would be impossible 
to gether them up again until the fall. He, however, agreed 
to have them all deatroyed before winter and to allow none of 
them to go near the premises again. Mr. Bracket does not consider 
a retest of this herd necessary. 
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It is quite evident that Mr. Bracket is ignorant in 
regard to the measures which should be taken in connection with 
the gontrol and eradication of tuberculosis, as he apparently 
thinks it ig all right to turn reactors loose on the prairies 
and does not think it is necessary to retest a herd in which 
about 36 per cent of the cattle reacted. 


I am of the opinion that the Department is wasting 
time and money in endeavouring to clean up a herd with ea man 
of thie gharacter in charge, but as it is evidently a Sovernment 
institution I have thought it well to drew your attention to 
this case, as you may consider it advisable to take the matter 
up with the Department of Indien Affairs here. 


In the meantime I have instructed Dr. Still to take 
no further action in the matter,

"I wish to inform you that I think it would be a great 
mistake to keep the cattle around after being condemned 
by the Veterinary Inspector, and I think you should act 
on his instructions, and get rid of the animale affected 
immediately, for if you keep them around they would prob- 
ably sometime or another get mixed with the other cattle 
and in that way more of your herd would likely become in- 
fected. Under the present arrangements I would be absol- 
utely opposed to buying any more mileh cows until such 
time as you get rid of the tuberoular cattle, and the 
sooner this is done, the better. As soon as these have 
been shipped 1 will arrange with the Veterinary Inspector

The milch-cows of the Pine Creek School 
are far from giving satisfaction. They are poor 
producers and therefore, expensive to keep. 


As you have never, to my knowledge, supplied 
this School with good milkers, would it be in order to 
ask for two or more good cows?

I am of the opinion that we have never 
supplied cows at residential schools at any time 
Since I entered the Department. It is just possible, 
of course, that cows may be supplied, together with 
other equipment at the time a residential school 
4s established. In any event, the funds at our 
disposal this year are not sufficient to justify 
us in considering the purchase of live stock at 
Pine Creek this year. 


If, as you say, the cows are unsatis- 
factory, I am of the opinion that the Principal 
would be well advised to dispose of them and buy 
regular dairy cattle.

onee and found this boy in coma . His face and eyes were 
puffed and swollen. Features pale, pulse irregular and 
little slow, respirations normal per minute but with a 
rattle in throat. The urine was loaded with albumen. There 
was some twitehing of muscles. I made diagnosis of an acute 
nephritis .« The chest appeared negative . There was no sign 
of regitity of neck or back. The ears were negative. There 
was vomiting when I arrived and I was able to elicit that 
this boy had a headache. 

I irrigated bowels with good results, placed boy in hot 
pack between woolen blankets in warm room isolated and gave 
sips of soda water.

When a pupil of an Indien Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notive the Indian Agent shal! convene # Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a stutement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay & reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died ae the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

1. The deceased boy's father was working at the school at the 
time. 


2. The Principal thought the boy had followed his father home, 
Nevertheless, he sent the boy's brother to get him. 


The following day the father came back to the school and 
told the Principal that the boy was not at home, but was 
probably at his grandfather's home. 


Action was taken to check on this information and a search 
was started. This search resulted in the finding of the 
body. 


It appears to me that in this case reasonable steps 
to find the boy were taken, and no blame is attached to the 
Principal of the school.

The Indian School here has for some years had a grant Trom 
your Government of $1440,00 per annum being %72,00 each per annum for 
20 pupils. 

When this grant was first made the premises then occupied were 
of a very inferior character and the number of pupils mentioned were 
as many as the building would accomodate. Since then a new and 
commodious building has been erected by the church Board under whose 
auspices the work is conducted at a cost of some %4000,00. There 
are now 50 pupils on the roll and the accomodation is sufficient for 
40,but the amount providea for maintenance is insufficient. 

During February last your Inspector Major McGibbin made @ very 
thorough inspection of the sehool and of the tepees at the indian 
Village end he seemec to be very favorably impressed with the progress 
made and the manner in which the work is conducted,anda in his report 
recommended strongly that the number of pupils supported by your 
Government be increased from 20 to 50. It is to this recommendation 
that I now beg to direct your attention, an. I trust the same will have 
your favorable consideration.

Indians there. He alse has four Sieux children ef school 
age at the soheol over and above the number allewed, for Ww 
which he dees not receive any erent. F 

This school under Mr Hendry's management has kept out 
of debt, and I weuld be glad to have any Official ef the 
Department visit there witheut warning. They are always x= 
ready and up te the mark, and the Pupils frem that insti- 
tution are a credit te them. 

Mr Hendry remarked te me lately that he feund the 
expense of keeping eight extra children was more then he 
could finance fer witheut going inte debt, en his present 
grant, and he was afraid that after ajl his trouble he

In reply to your inquiry I beg to say that 
there is now a boarding school at Portage ia Prairie 
Conducted under the auspices of the Presbyterian Church 
where provision is made for thirty-five pupils. The 
gchool is situated within the limits of the town of 
Portage la Prairie and the site comprises only two 
acres, The building is old and it will be necessary 
to erect a new one at an early date, as the present 
budlding cannot be remodelled to meet the requirements 
of the Department under the new coontract. A sugcestion 
was made to the Presbyterian Ghusch in 2°20 that they 
s0R%. the present building and site and purchase a fam on 
whish to erect a new building. Matters went so far as to 
choose the location, a farm of 250 acres about two miles 
from the town, and a sketoh plan was prepared by the Rev.

wished the Department to erect the proposed new building, 
Qn 
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On February 20th of last year Rev. Dr. MacKay was informed 
the Department 

that && was not prepared to assume the cost of a new build 
ing and it was pointed out that it might be a good invest- 
ment for the church to do so and this draw the maxinum 
grant of $125.00 instead of $100.00 that would be paid if 
the budiding were owed by the Department. On the 24th of 
that month Dr. MacKay replied giving his ow personal 
Views and pointing out a number of difficulties from the 
financial standpoint in the way, Nothing further has been 
dome in the matter. 

The Presbyterian Ohurch is this year making 
extensive alterations and additions at Birtie and 
Osecilia Jeffrey, which will entail almost as much expen- 
diture as the erection of new buildings, and they are also 
putting up a new building at Round Lake, I presume, trere- 
fore, that they will not, at present at least, be prepared 
to considera new building at Portage la Prairie and no 
provision has been made by the Department in this year's 
estimates. This is where the matter stands at present.

grant for the Portage la Prairie Bearding School could be 
increased five pupils, from 35 to 40 pupils, until such times 
as they get inte the new building. 

There are new on the roll 41 pupils and there are three 
others signed te enter. The parents are bringing their children 
and they do not like it when they are not admitted. 

Mr. Hendry the principal tells me that he can rent a house 


across the road directly in front of the school and that he is 


adding two more members to the staff. Ten of the small children 


cap find splendid accommodation in this house, leaving only 
thirty in the school gatlead, building for the winter months.- 
The extra grant on the five pupils would pay for the rent of 
the heuse and help to provide for the pupils. They would thus 
Secure a good start in their work and be broken in toe school 
discipline before going into the new building. 

I would very much like to see this grant increased five 
pupilspince Mr. Hendry will provide the accemmedation and the 
help to look after then. 

Trusting to hear from the Department as soon as possible 


to enable Mr. Hendry te secure the house.

ments, we could greatly increase the efficiency of the school, 
and improve, in every way, the health of the children, as you are 
aware that there are a great many skin diseases among these child- 
ren, and other diseases that are contagious, and, tor the safe 
guarding of the children, it is necessary that the greatest care 
should be taken in these boarding schools ta prevent the spread 
of anything of this kind, and, if possible, to correct these con- 
ditions. We are striving, in every way, to improve the efficiency 
of these schools now, and hope that the Government will come to our 
assistance in this matter, as we are spending a great deal of money 
and time in this work. 


I hope that you have given instructions regarding the 
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necessary improvements at the File Hiils School,

Crowstand would have their new wantasacl we might get the addition- 
al number required for these. My idea is that these nurses should 
be permanently a part of the staff, to look afte the children with 
diseases that come into the school, not only skin diseases, but 
tuberevler conditions, and aleo cere for the health of the child- 


ren in the school, insisting on habits of cleanliness and of healthy, 
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and having general care, especially of the girls. Where such 
service would be rendered, a great deal of sickness would be pre- 
vented, and better results would be obtained in the School, sav~- 

ing a great deal of exnenditure in the way of drugs and medical 
attendance, and this eaving the Government money. I would like very 
much if you would arrange the matter on these lines, and Let us 
select the nurse, subject, of couree, to your approval, you fixing 
the salary to be paid, and then they would be part of our staff, 

and under the control of the Principal of the School. 

Speaking as 4a medical man, I feel confident that this would 
be in the interests of the work, both from the standpoint of the 
Government and the Church. I hope you will see your way clear 
to follow my suggestion.

He Home and 
yurnkey Mr. Thompson, who showed ue every courtesy end assistance.

We understand that some yeare ago better ventilation of the

Home for insusablege 

At the Home for Incurables wo were mot by Asst. Supte irs 
MoXinnen, ond Matron Mres Campbell. ‘the whele building wee thorough- 
ly inspected and everything wee found in excellent condition so fer 
as the management and care of the inmates was concerned. We wish 
to congratulate Mrs» Campbell and her sssistents on the aplenaia, 
eystomatio, and businesslike way the Institution ie conducted. 
There are in the Home for Incuredlee one hundred and fifty-five 
male patients and ninety fomele, ond in the 014 Polke’ Home forty- 
eight male ané thirty~eiz fomaie patients. 

fhe Jury would recommend that oil ef the Zloore in the rooms 
now housing the idiots and dmwbeciles should be eovered by nem- 
adsorbent cement or tile, as they ere at present far from sanitery, 
and it ics utterly impossible for the attendents to make it 90+ The 
children's playroom and dormitories are jamentabdiy overcrowded und 
we aucertaine’ that with the present building ecoomodation it is 
impossible to improve matters. ‘The matron informed us thet in the 
014 Yolke' Home and in the Home for Incurables, there is not a single 
empty cote 

We alee wieh te draw the attention of the autheritics to the «

The Parm Superintendent showed us over the outbuildings; the 
etock wee only in faix condition; the dairy cows were not es clean 
ee they should te, ant show lack of care, Of course, we do not 
know whether the aceistance ie sufficient there or. not. ‘There is 
ecerteinly ample room for improvement. 

In 1916 the Grand Jury recommended that the stables be painted 
Doth inside and ont. It ie still onything bet e credit to the 
Institution. We have ascertained that 2 years ago sufficient paint 
wae purchase’ Yor thie parpese, tut the said paint is still in the 
Basement of the building, and we would recommend that it be put to 
Ate proper purpose in the springs ‘the litter-cerrier in the stable 
hes been out of order for months and shonld be repaired et once, se 
the present mode cf doing tho work is mest inconvenient and entails 
greet lose of time. We understané thet thore have been plene made 
for come time for « leundyy to be built away from the main buildings 
This, in our estimation, shculd be done at an early date, the present 
one being divided up inte three separate rooms, and therefore very 
Ancenvenient fer the work to be done efficiently, besides, where 1% 
ie at precent operated is very uncenitary. 

Indien _sehoeks 

hr. Hendry the Supt. and Mrs. Hendry the Metron, showed. the 
Jeary around thin Institution with greet pride, fer which they heave 

 themmelves and staff. 
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99 more are 75 pupils in the school and we understand they are el) 
anxious to learn. The only recommendstion wo heve to make in thi 
instance 16 thet the walle and interior of thie building, principally 
the dDesement, shoul4 be given a cogt of paint, ae apparently nothing 
hee been done since the building wee erected. 

Indvetrisl senoehe 

We then visited the Industriel raining school, end under the 
guidence of Supt. heXinnea end Matron Mrs. Robincen the Jury made 
e thorough inspection. In the building et date there are 92 boys, 
19 of whom came from Alberta. We found everything in e satisfactory 
condition, ond it is quite evident «11 through the building thet 
Ure. Robinson the Metron ie doing excellent work. ‘The trades now 
being taught sre Cabinetemeking, Baking, Leundry work, Tailoring, 
Sewinge ‘Sheemeking. and Blacksmithing seem to heve been discontinued. 
the shoe-making inetructor dg now only oesupied in repairing the 
boys’ bootea, We think this is a misteke end that the latter two 
trades should continue to he taught. the stables ant outbuildings 
were then visited and Supt. meBriae showed the Jury through the 
buildings, and the Jury were one end all unanimous in their preise 
of the condition of both horses and cattle, and great credit is dus 
to the individuals in ‘cherge end to the deys who ably assist theme 
We noticed in the reet-houses the splendid and abundant assortment 
of vegetables which were produced in the gardens by Hr, Colin Newnan. 
The amount of produce per eure shows thet the land met have been 
brought into a very high state of cultivation 

In connection with the cattle stabic we find the Supt. vory 
much handicapped ee there ic neither eteam nor hot-water connected, 
and would recommend that w jgrse size feed boiler te installed there 
oy that the authorities adhere to their original plan. We also find 
that the gerdener is stil) very much cramped for room, the present 
conservatory not being adapted for plant-reieing, ond further, 1% 
ip located at the extreme limit of the pipe-line. ‘There should be 
a 8 X 40 greenhouse beilt inme@isatelky off the power-house, where 
eufficiont plante could be yedee’ for all the public buildings, end 
it could be built by the employees of the Institutions 

We further recommend, os we reconm 4 im 1016, to the proper 
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gatheritice tor their due consideration, that the farme of both the 
Institutions should be taken out of the hands of the Superintendents 
ena placed entively under the furiedicties of the Ninister of Agric- 
Viturs, oo we oongider thei the suyerintonéents qpe sufficiently 
busy without attending to the operstion of the farms.

At the recent meoting of the Executive of our Board, 
we had before us the following Resohution fvom the Presbytery of 
Portage La Prairie, re the work of Rev. Mr. Ross, who is engaged 
in doing follow-up work in the vicinity of Portage La @rairie. 

I thought you would be interested to learn how our experiment 
at this point ie working out. We have felt for some time that 
a good deal of the work in our Schools has been lost because so 


little has been done on the Reserves. 


‘Phe Presbytery of Portage La Prairie having heard 
the report of the opening of tie Indian Church on Long Plains 
Reserve, and having heard of the encouragement which our 
missionary, Mr. Ress, is receiving in winning the favor of 
this Indian band, which has defied former efforts to evan- 
gelize, desire to record our gratitude to the King am Head 
pf the Church for the success that has attended Mr. Ross’ 
efforte. We would further, for the encourageme nt of our 
Home Mission Board, mention Mr. Rose’ statement that his 
work would have been a failure had it not been for the 
foundation laid in the character of the younger Indians by 
the work of the Indian Industrial School at Portage La 
prairie, and assure them that no mistake has been maée in 
the appointing of Mr, Ross to this particular work."

My next visit was to the Portage la Prairie 
School. It is needless for me to say very much about this 
school as you know what it is like. It certainly is an 
excellent institution and a credit to any comunity. I 
think the Department is very fortunate having a man like 
Mr. Hendry at the head of this institution. The school is 
situated close te the city of Portage la Prairie, and unless 
it was properly managed we would come in for a great deal of 
criticism, as there are some the best farmers in the giginity 
at this point, and everyone of any note who comes to Portage 
la Prairie is brought out to see the Indian school and its 
surroundings. ‘They had just commenced threshing when I 
arriwed. This year they have everything under crop ¢ no 
summerfallow whatever. Mr. Hendry is under the impression 
that he can farm the land successfully without summer fallow 
by rotating the crops. For instance, this year he has about 
15 acres in potatoes and about 12 acres in corn. He intends 
putting this into wheat next year, and the ground he has in 
wheat this year is to be sown With potatoes am corn next 
year. In fact, he grows everything on this farm that it is 
possible to grow here in the West. I say some of the finest 
pumpkins, vegetable marrow and squash that I lave ever seen, 
He also expects to thresh about 7,000 bushels of grain. 
What wheat he had threshed when I was there was running about 
30 bushels to the acre and graded No.2. The whole place 
looks more like an experimental farm tit an Indian boarding 
school, and the beauty of it is that the work is all done by 
the Indian boys. ‘The only men around the place are Mr. Hen- 
ary and one other man. I must say I always find it a great 
pleasure to visit this institution. Mr. Hendry is thoroughly 
practical, and my only regret is that we have not more men of 
hig stamp at the head of Indian boarding schools. I would 
say that it would do some of the other principals a great 
deal of good to spend a day or so with Mr. Hemiry at the 
school, and see how he handles the affaires of the institution. 
The school was filled to capacity, and I bel&eve three or four 
over the amount the grant calls for, as he has no trouble in 
recruiting

recruiting a11 the children he can hanile. This echool is 
in an excellent financial condition, having several thousands 
of dallars to its credit, and with this year's crop another 
large surplus will be added. While I was there I made ar- 
rangements for the building of the addition to the chicken 
house and the implement shed.

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE RESIDENTAL SCHOOL, -This school is 
under the Presbyterian Mission,with Mr.W.A.Hendry, as 
Principal and Mrs. Hendry,as Matron, whose capabilities 
as teacher and matron admit of little improvement. Mr. 
and Mrs. Hendry are devoted to their work, and knew the 
Indian character well and does everyvhing in their power 
for the welfare of the pupils,who have the good fortune 
to be admitted to this school. They are assisted by a 
competent staff,comprising an Asst.Matron, Nurse, two Teachers, 
Dietitian, Seamstress, Farm Instructor etc.,number of pupils 
on Register 32 with average attendance 92, The work of this 
school during the year as been very satisfactory, the 
attendance has been always over the number allowed (90) 
If there was enough room the Attendance of this school 
could be raised to 120 pupils. The work of the class room 
has beer well done, and the pupils have made good progress 
There has been very little sickness during the year, but 
one pupil died last November,she was taken to the Hospital 
and received the best of care but nothing could be done for 
her,with the exception of this one,the pupils have enjoyed 
good health. Dr.George A.Hassard is medical adviser for this 
school. 

The work on the farm was very successful,and the Wheat 
erop was 1800 bushels.Oats 2000 bushels. Barley 1000 bushels 


Potatoes 2000 bushels and 100 tone of Corn and vegatables of 
all kind for house use. 


The discipline of this school is all that could be 
looked for and the pupils are happy, contented and obedient 
and try to do the very best possible to make progress with 
their work and studies. 


The finances of this school are in gcod shape and 
are closing the year with a good balance to the credit of 
this school and a good stock of provisions and fuel on hand.

I have fourid the disdipline more difficult at the ages of 14 and 15 
years than at 16 and 17 years, There is less logic and more impilse in their 
mental workings, they will run away from school more readily and fall for acts 

immorality. Their breakages are very much higher, have not much definiteness 
of aim in their work, are less polite to teachers, more disobédient and less truth- 
+ It is strangely wonderful how Indian children will clear up especially in 
th year. Every instinct to get away from all routine and the four walls 
he building seems to be at its highest point in the 14th and 15th years. 
17? and 18, they are more steady and are a great help to the discipline of the 
if one gives them an opportunity to take charge of a task with other 
children under them, They are a very great factor in discipline if carefully 
managed. 

Agein, whon the boys receive their discharge at the end of the 15th 
year the value of the training they receive in farm work is very little when 
compared with those who remain in school to the end of the 17th year. At an 
Indian plowing match with over forty entries the four best plownen on the field 
were four of our school graduates, There are good men who never have been in 
school but the farmers on the plains say that the school boys are rounded off in 
their work and can do anything on the farm. We cannot give this finish to boys 
of 14 and 15 at all. A boy of fourteen years is not fit mentally to work a 
four-horse team unless they are plugs and no one can do good work with such 
horses, We formerly thought a boy of 15 was too young to put with = four-horse 
team, We only gave them four horses for the first in the léth year. The same 
can be said about the training of the girls, in ccoking, sewing, ironing, general 
housework, We do not expect much from our own children beyond their class-room 
work at the ages of 14 and 15 years. We should expect less from Indian children, 

We have a history and tradition in work and economy entirely absent in the 
Indian but we make their children work heavier, The breakages and dangers of 
acci@ente ani mishaps working with farm machinery and achool equipment are great- 
ly increased with the employment of these young children as compared with the 
older ones of 16 and 17 years of age. They are not able for the heavy work either 

on the farm or in the school. The trend of the residential schools will in- 
evitably become more academic and less industrial ae the Indians are already 
complaining about the children having to work too much, 

The Meriem report of the U.S.A. Indien work uses very strong language 
abovt overworking children in their schools. They say'that no industrial work 
ahould be done by children until they reach the 15th year and that it is done 
because the anal] amount of money allowed for food and clothes makes it necessary 
to use child labour."(Page 375) and their grant is $ 270,00 per capita against 
our $ 160,00, The report further states,"The labour of children as carried on 
in Indian Boarding Schools would, it is belieged, constitute a violatiog of chila 
labour laws in most States." ( Page 376) 

It is a very difficult problem to get the work of an institution done 
with some 14 girls and 10 boys on the half day plan. There is the cooking, 
mending, leundry work, general housework and dormitories for over 100 including 
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A 
d 22. 

staff, the care of the lavatories, wash @ and three floors of over 8000/ft 
to be scrubbed and kept clean. It means only seve: girls in the morning ani 
seven in the afternoon, 14 and 15 years old to do the work, and we receive a 
circuler letter from Regine (No 120. Copy enclosed) telling us that these 14 
and 15 year old girls mst learn to milk cows, make butter, bake bread and do 
garden work, The Inspectors will earefully inquire into these matters and re- 
port ete., A girl at this age is physically at her lowest, it is her adolesence 
period. All the 16 ani 17 yeer old girls are on the reserve, where some have 
cows and there is a farm instructor on most reserves, and the girls have next 
to nothing to do in house work, or any other kind of work, These young girls 
in school have too much to do as it is, 

Coming to our second question - an increase in the per capita grant, 
The grants in Canede are not entirely standarized; I think there is a difference 
in a few dollars in some of the schools, Schools with larger attendance, as a 
rule, receive the larger grants. The opposite is the case in the U.S.A, Portage 
grant is $ 160.00 per capita on 90 pupils, This is not enough, This year, 
because of the low price of grain, and last year because of drought, I have had 
to put per capita grant into the farm to carry it over. The farm is a liability 
and will continue so with prices at their present level. The lowering of the 
discharge age means more hired help and we can no longer cook our bread as these 
young girls camot stand the work and this will mean an outlay of $ 500.00 more 
each year. 

The U.S.A. Indian Boarding Schools are much the seme as our with farms 
attached. The Principals of those schools who have called to see us cannot 
understand how it is possible for us to finance. In the U.S.A. schools of over 
200 pupils they receive $ 270.00 per capita and the Principal's salary and 
transportation of children is paid extra. In the schools of 200 pupils or less, 
the Minister of the Interior can increase the grant as high as % 300.00 per cap- 
ita with Principal's salary and trensportation of children extra, ( Feb, 21 
1925.43 Stature L 958.) 

Take the per capita grant of Portage school, $ 160.00 on 90 pupils 
$ 14,400.00. Here are a few of the fixed expenses that cannot be ¢hanged very 
much.

In a letter dated the 3rd of July from 
W. A. Hendry, Principal of the Portage School, 
he informs me that last winter he had to plug 
two of the school boiler flues for leaks. He 
wrote to the boiler inspector for the 2rovince 
to come and look over the boiler, and he was 
there a short time before he wrote. The result 
of the inspection is that new flues will have to 
be placed in the boiler. 


I wrote to him asking for an approximate 
cost for having the work done and I am in receipt 
of a reply from him today, enclosing a copy of a 
quotation from the Link Manufacturing Company of 
Portage ia Prairie, in which he advises that it 
will cost $940.96 to re-flue this boiler. 


I read this quotation to the Regina 
foundry Company here, who do that kind of work, 
and they informed me that they would do the work 
in the City of Regina for $540.00, a difference 
of 3400. It looks to me as if there is a wide 
difference here. This work should not be given 
to Mr. Hendry to have done until we thoroughly 
investigate and get prices from different firms. 


There is no doubt the work has got to be 
done, and it should be done now.

PORTAGE La PRAIRIS RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


This institution was also just re-opening after 
the holidays and about 80 children were present and they 
expected about 20 more to arrive this week. Sverything in 
connection with this institution was in Al shape and ! 
never saw the place look better. They were just mrvesting 
an excellent crop and Mr. Henry, the Principal, informed 
me that he expected to thresh about 6,000 bushels of grain. 
The summerfallow, gardens, etc. ami the premises in general, 
are a credit to any institution. 


The outside buildings have all been painted this 
summer by the school boys and the work has been well done. 
Considerable painting has also been done in the interior of 
the school. ‘the repair work to the balconies, eta. that 
was authorized while you were in Ottawa has not been done yet 
but the Principal informed me that he expected Mr. Hamilton, 
who does any caprenter work of that kind around the school, to 
arrive in a few days. ‘The only expenditure necessary at the 
present time is the following.: 


A ventilating system was put in the barn last 
year with one ventilator on the roof; we find this is not 
sufficient, another one should be placed there to insure 
proper ventilation. ‘his will cost about $40.00. mr. Henry 
also asked to be supplied with 20 gals. of paint and 5 gals. 
of oil to do some inside decorating during the winter. 

Some of the steps in the stairs should also be replaced as a 
few of them are practically worn out. Mr. Henry will have 
these replaced if he is furnished with the material. There 
jis about 14 steps that need replacing. i would ask that this 
\(Wexpend ture be allowed.

Sirs:- 


I beg to acknowledge the Department's 
ciroular letter No. 87, dated Sept. 29th, in reference to 
the possibility of fire in our schools. 


In reply I beg to state that I believe some 
changes could be made in this school which would help in 
case of fire. 


1. The fire escapes (sliding poles etc) are at the rear of the 
building and when the children reach the lower veranda by 

means of these poles they are still 12 feet off the ground. 
Four ladders should be provided, two for the boys and two for 
the girls to provide a means of getting to the ground. They 
should have provision for making them permanent. 


2. The fire escape exit is at the rear of the building and 
the sliding poles pass thro two large wooden verandas which 
are over the furnace room where most fires originate and 
being wooden would be cut off immediately. Two fire escapes 
should be built at each end of the school near the front part 
of the building providing a means of escape should it be 
impossible to use the Hall at either end to get to the main 
floore 


3. Four fire axes are needed, one for use in each of the 
four dormitories. 


4. Two more two and a half gallon chemicals are required 

so as to provide one at the end of each floor. The chemicals 
are invaluable in case of a fire just beginning as the boys 
ean use them with dispatch. 


5. The chimmeys of the school should be cleaned, which 
requires an expert cleaner since they are 4ifficult to get 
at. 


6. There should be a fire alarm box in the school which would 
ring individually to the fire Dept. of the City. The other 
institutions have this safeguard ~- Home for Inourables, ola 
Peoples Home, Hospital and Provincial Training School etc. 


7, We have two outside hydrants but there are no hose for 
them. We could do little to save the building with these 
hydrants and the fire Depat. would bring their own hose.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 


A short time ago we circularized the 
Principals of all our Residential Schools, regarding fire 
protection, fire drill, ete., at their institutions. 


I am enclosing herewith copy of a 
letter that I received on this subject from the Rev. W.A. 
Hendry, Prinoipal of the Portage la Pra&irie School, in 
which he makes several recommendations, after having gone 
over the school building with the Chief of the City Fire 
Department, and in connection with these recommendations 
I wish to comment as follows,- 


1. I have instructed the Principal to have these 
ladders built, as I did not consider it worth while 
waiting for special authority. 


2. I have not done anything regarding this item, but 
I think fire escapes should be provided at the front of 
the building, and with your authority I will have this 
done. I believe these escapes will cost in the 
neighborhood of $700.00, 


3. I am having these axes sent to the school from 
Winnipeg. 


4. Will these chemicals be purchased in Ottawa, or 
shall I purchase them here. 


5. I have instrueted the Principal to have the 
chimmeys gleaned at once.

In regard to the question of fire protection 
in the residential school at Portage la Prairie, I have 
received a letter from the Principal satating that the 
School is outside the City limits and on that account 
the Pire Department is technically under no obligation 
to protect the school, and to consent to the placing of 
@ special fire alarm would be an acknowledgement of an 
obligation. On the other hand, however, the City Fire 
Department is willing to help in any way posmible if a 
fire should break out, and it is the Principal's opinion, 
in which I conour, that it would be as well to leave 
conditions in this respect as they now exist and depend 
on the City to supply the hose for the outside hydrants 
if and when the occasion arrises. I have written to the 
Principal asking him to endeavor to procure prices on 
fire escapes of the chute type, and when I receive this 
information I will at once communicate with you.

Referring to your letter of the 10th. 
October last, in which you informed me that prices on fire 
escapes for the Portage Indian Residential School would be 
forwarded to this office, my letter of Nov. lst, advising 
you that these prices had not come to hand, and your 
subsequent letter of the 5th. instant, I beg to say that 
there has been some considerable delay in getting the proper 
data before the Department. 


Regarding fire escapes, there are threes 
styles, vig:- the ordinary tread fire escape, with a rail, such 
as wo have been using at most of our schools, the sliding pole 
escape, such as is used in fire halls and at some of our 
schools, and then there is the spiral chute, which, in my 
opinion, is the safest and most satisfactory, but which, 
unfortunately, costs about twise as much as the iron tread Z 


fire escape, the price being from $55.00 to $60.00 a footae.< 
This is a complete oylinder with a door at the bottom which 
automatically flies open when the children come down, This 
chute will take four or five children abreast and, in fact, 
there can be a continuous streay of children coming down from 
one, two or three floors, The price which I have quoted per 
foot is for the escape erected. The sliding pole is, in my 
Opinion, the next best. fe would have to erect el platforms 
at each flat, and instead of the children bein : 
out of a window there should be doors cut. "he 
pole would probably bé less than $1.00 per foot and the 
platforme would possibly cost in the neisghvorhood of $150.00, 
I do not think that the ordinary tread escapes are at all 
satisfactory

Notwithstanding the cost, I would strongly 
recommend that we place two of the spiral chutes at the 
Portage School and two at the Slkhorn School. The order 
ean be placed with the Vulean Iron Works, of Winnipeg. 


When I was at Lebret some time ago the Sisters 


expressed great fear of using the tread escapes, especially 


in the case of the smaller children. I am sorry now that 
we 4ia not supply the spiral ehutes there also.

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PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE BOARDING SCHOOL: 

It is always a great pleasure to me to visit 
this institution, and I found everything in Al shape. ‘The 
crop was lighter than usual, but the average of all grains 
was about 22 bushels to the acre, which I think was better 
than anything in the vicinity of Portage la Prairie and 
shows that the farming is properly done at this institution, 
and the fields are in excellent shape. 

There were 97 children in the school. I 
understand the grant is only for 90, which means that they 
have seven who are not grant-earning pupils. Mr. Hendry 
informed me that he had the room for them and for all it 
cost to keep them he would rather have a few over than under. 

While there I went thoroughly into the matter 
of fire protection. There are three floors in the school, 
vig:- the basement, which is only two or three feet below 


the ground level, the second floor, about six feet above 


the ground level, and the third floor which is thirteen 
feet above the second floor and about eighteen or nineteen 
feet from the ground. On the second and third floors 


there is 
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there is a wide hall which runs the full length of the 
building down the centre, There are four dormitories on 

the third floor where the children sleep, and there are 

staff rooms on this floor as well. There are two fire 
extinguishers on each floor, as well as fire axes and two 
reel hose, making six lengths of hose in all. I tested 

the hose and found them to be rotten and useless, as they 
have been in the building for fourteen years. The six 

2) gallon fire extinguishers were in good shape. In case 

of fire the means for the children to get out would be wither 
by the stairs located at each end of the hall leading down 

to the second floor, or by way of the fire escape which 
sonsists of a sliding pole leading from the back balcony 

to the balcony of the second floor and from thence 

descending by two ladders to the ground, which is only a 
distance of six or seven feet. The only improvement that 

I could suggest would be fire eseapes leading from the two 
front dormitories to the ground. The Principal considers 
that one would be ample, but if any are supplied the type 
which he desires to have is a chute. I have drawn a 

sketch of the floor where the dormitories are located, in 
order to give you a better idea of the situation. the 

Fire Chief from Portage went over the building, and his 
remark to the Principal was that he did not have very much 

to worry about so far as fire escapes were concerned. ww 
The building is of briek sconstruetion and every precaution : 
is taken by Mr. Hendry and the staff to avert a fire, On 

& e014 night when big fires are on Mr. Hendry stays up 


until one or two 
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until one or two o'elock in the morning, and the fireman 
sleeps in the hall just outside of the furnace room. The 
steff, as well as the children, have been trained regarding 
what to do in case of fire, and with the children ali in 
bead the Principal can get them to put on sufficient clothing 
and get them out of the pbuilding in less than two minutes. 
The only difficulty would be im ease a fire started in the 
boiler room which is located near the balcony where the 
sliding pole terminates. In that case that avenue would 
be cut off and they would have to use the stairs. The 

Fire Chief #rom Portage thought that putting a chute from 
one of the dormitory windows ,as merked on the enclosed 
sketch, would make it absolutely safe, as this is the corner

You will note what the Inspector says 
regarding the Swan Lake Day Sehool. I should be glad if 
he Department would authorize an’ expenditure of (12.00 
to supply ea flag-pole at this school, I think it is a 
splendid thing to have flags at all our schools. All 
rural schools in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta fly the 
flag during school hours, Once the grounds are cleared up 
it will be the duty of the teacher and the pupils to see that 
they are kept in proper order. 


Regarding the Dog Creek Day School, I 
cannot recommend the building of a new school and teacher's 
residence at this point. I am not in favour of Day Schools, 
and I think the time will come when we will have to put these 
jehildren in Boarding Schools. 


The report deals at length with the 
system of fire protection at the Portage Boarding School. 
I may say that we have now authorized the Principal to go ahead 
and have two sliding pole escapes erected, one at each end of 
\ the building, and when this is done the children will be amply 
Y protected against fire. Mr. Hendry runs a very satisfactory 
institution and is little trouble to this office or the

Referring to your letter of December 9th. 
No. 208-11A P. I beg to say that The Link Manufacturing Company 
are sending you drawings and prices on both Pole and Chute fire 
escapes. They think the pole of no use in cold weather with 
small children. They are the only concern that I could find 
that cared to put up the fire escape. I asked Cadham's Babb 
and Burns but they did not seem interested in the matter. 

The Fire Chief does not think mach of a pole 
fire escape and says it is for inside and summer service and 
would be of no use for the small children in winter. 

The Provincial Fire Inspestor visited the 
school and went thro all fire equipment thoroughly and got the 
children together to see how old they were and the problem 
we would have to meet in getting them out. He also is mach 
opposed to a Pole and says you simply could not put the small 
children down a thirty foot pole in cold weather, and he says 
we would be better not to depend on it at all in winter, but 
have our fire drill for the other exits. 

We are far better fixed than most institutions 
so far as being able to get out and T am taking no chances in 
winter as I am having & man sleep in the hall between the kitchen 
and the fire room until the lst. of April.

A difficulty has arisen in regard to the painting of 
the roof; The painters thought that the shingles were surfaced asbestos 
but find that they are colored right through and were not intended to be 
painted, The oil absorbs into the shingle and the paint remains like dhst 
on the shingle. The Sherman-Wiiliem took a shingle to Winnipeg and found 
that by using a filler they can be painted satisfactorly but there is 
another grave difficulty etc., the shingles being exposed to the weather 
so long are very britle and crack when one walks on them and they painters 
tell me that it would cause many more leaks and there are surely enough of 
them now? The roof leaks badly in at least thirty places. 

The Cadham Company say that theV,, + the amount they 
allowed in the estimate for the painting of the asbestos shingles, $40.00 
or will put the same amount of paint on the barh roofs if the Department 
think as they do that it is very unwise to paint the asbestos shingles,

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE BOARDING SCHOOL. 

As usual, everything at this institution 
was in first-class shape. I have visited this school 
a number of times and I have never been able to find any 
room for criticism regarding the manner in which the 
work is carried on. I went over the outbuildings and 
everything was in order. In the stable I found a very 
fine herd of Holstein cows, seven of which were milking 
and some more were to freshen in a short time, so the 
children are getting all the milk they require. Both 
horses and cattle were in the very best of shape, and 
the stable and surroundings spotlessly clean. An 
excellent crop was harvested last fall, so the financial 
standing of the school is in splendid shape. I also 
visited the classrooms and eaw all the children and I 
must say that I never saw them locking better. They 
all appeared well and happy and so far, since the holidays 
there has been practically no sickness of any kind in the 
school. The building iteelf is in splendid condition, 
and the same remark applies to all the machinery around 
the school, as if anything goes out of order it is 
immediately repaired. In going through the dormitories 
I noted that the beds were not in keeping with the rest

of the school, and in lifting the mattresses on the beds 
I found that the springs had been covered by sewing 
quilts around them. The Principal advised me that this 
had to be done in order to keep them together. I was 
then informed that the beds were about thirty years old, 
and most of them had been brought over from the old school. 
Mr. Hendry expressed the hope that the Department could 
see their way clear to supply him with new beds in the 
near future, and in view of the fact that the Department 
is put to very little extra expense in connection with 
this school I would ask that, if at all possible, new 
beds be supplied. If the Department have not sufficient 
funds in this year's Estimates, probably they could be 
furnished after the 31st. March.

I beg to enclose herewith a report 
of an inspection of the Indian Residential School at the 
Portage la Prairie agency, and also the Day School at 
Swan Lake by Mr. Inspector Christianson. 


The Day School at Swan Lake is doing 
good work and the attendance up to the time of the "flu 
epidemic was excellent. An average attendance of 21 and 
22 out of an enroliment of 25 is certainly splendid. You 
will notice that the grounds which were reported to be in 
rather bad shape at the time of the last inepection have 
been cleared up and an effort is being made to put 4 
proper fence around the school. I think the Department 
might authorize them to spend $40.00 with which to purchase 
the posts required. 


It is alweys pleasing to read 4 report 
on the Portage la Prairie Boarding School. This institution 
is doing first-class work and the Department is fortunate in 
having @ man like Mr. Hendry in cherge. It is a credit 
to the Department. The children are well fed, well clothed 
and are receiving a first-class training. There is just 
one matter that I wish to draw your attention to and that is 
the condition of the beds. It seems to me it would be an 
encouragement to Mr. Hendry, as well as a pleasant surprise, 
if the Department were to see fit to supply him with new

Sir:- 


I have your letter of the 6th. instant 
No. 127-1-5, informing me that the sum of $4,000.00 
46 available for the erection of a Farmer's residence 
at the Portage la Prairie Indian Residential School, 
and authorizing me to proceed with the work. 


As noted in your letter, I made a request 
for this building in November, 1927. Nothing was said 
about this matter during 1928, and when the Estimates for 
1929-30 were sent in the request was not repeated. After 
receiving your letter of the 6th. instant informing me that 
the money wae available, I prepared a plan and submitted it 
to the Rev. Principal and I am surprised to learn from him 
now that the building is not required at the present time. 
He estates that the two young men on his staff are single, 
and not likely to be married, and that if the building 
were put up now it would probably remain idle for two or 
three years. Of course, under these circumstances it 
would be absurd to build. Mr. Hendry goes on to say that 
Mre. Hendry is in very poor health and that it will be 
necessary for her to leave the main building before long 
on account of the constant noise. For this reason he 
would like to get a Principal's residence at some future 
date, perhaps next year. I think that a Principal's 
residence should be erected and that an amount fo provide 
for this should be placed in the Estimates, $4,000.00, 
of course, would not begin to build a house for the 
Principal, and I am making @ note to have the proper 
amount inserted in the Estimates.

I think Mr. vrahem has been up in the north 
Country or Lake Winnipeg for the past week. This, however, 
places us in 4 very awkward position as both of these 
parties are reliable insofar as Contracts are concerned, 
ana@ the Contractor especially has been holding his men 
for the purpose of going on to thie jop as he was told it 
would be done at once. I would appreciate it if you would 
take this matter up with Mr. Graham with @ view to finding 


out the exact situation, and while I was inclined to

plan and specification had been prepared , in view of the 
labour sit&ation and in view of the fact of the contracts 
being signed in good faith I am inclined to suggest that 
they be carried out.

In thie connection I have to say that in 
September, 1930, the Department peid an account of #69 in 
earryi out similar repairs to thie heating plant. It 
is coneidered that, if the work was properly carried out, 
4t shovld have lasted for a longer period then in the 
present case. You should, ter consulting the Principal, 
decide the best arrangement to be made in overcoming the 
necessity of frequently repairing ond renewing the brick- 
work. 


If you are satisfied that the repairs are 
necessary at the present time, the Department will approve 
of you arranging to have the work done at a cost not to 
exceed approximately $50. If a good grade of fire brick 
is properly installed, there should not be the necessity 
of any further repairs for a considerable length of time.

on the Portage 14 prairie indian Residential School, 
inspected on Jamary 19th & 20th, 1933. 

The senior classroom is in the main building and 
ig in charge of Mies R. Havard. The children are arranged 
in the following grades: -

The pupile are well along in the various grades and appear 
to thoroughly understand their work. The exercise vooks 
are all well kept and the work neatly set out. The 
children speak clearly and excellent discipline is 
maintained. The classroom is large, well lighted, and 
is kept well ventilated. 

{he junior classroom is located in a separate 
building situated some 200 ft. from the main residence. 
This building is heated by a furnace in the basement 
and I understand it is auite comfortable, even in the 
most severe weather. Miss E. Crockett is the teacher in 
charge, and the grades are arranged as follows:-

Misa Crockett appears greatly interested in her work and

the lessons, that good results should be obtained. 


fhe children in both classrooms were neatly 
dressed, especially the girls, and all were clean in 
appearance. 

The kitohen is in the besement of the main 
building and Mise Me Wakefield is the matron in oharge. 
Tne food all appeared well prepared and an effort is 
made to have it served ae hot as possible. The meals 
served for one day during my inspection were as follows:- 

Breakfast:- Porridge, bread, jam, tea & milk. 


Dinner: - Potatoes, meat & gravy, bread, 
butter, water & tea. 


Supper:- Potatoes, bread & jam, biscuits 
or cake, tea & milk. 


The children were given all the bread they desired. I 
checked over the charts showing the weight of the 
children each month, and some of them have made 
excellent gains, which would indicate that they are at 
least receiving plenty of food. 

The lawn@ry is also in the basement of the 
building. It is well eouipped with machinery, 411 of 
which appeared to be in excellent condition. Miss 
Pindley is in charge of this department and also looks 
after the mending of the clothing. 

The sewing room is supervised by Miss A. K. 
Robertson, and in this department the girls sre taught 
to do all kinds of plain sewing and in most cases make 
all the dresses reauired. 

Mies J. Watson is the nurse and in addition 
to this work she supervises the care of the dormitories. 


At the time of my visit there were no children sick. 
The dormitories 
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Portage 1a Prairie Residential School (Cont 'd.) 
The dormitories were all well aired and very tidy in 


appearance. The toilets were in good working order and 
clean. ‘The beds were neatly made and the bedding clean. 
The chilaren are provided with nightgowns in which to 
sleep. 

The fire escape from the dormitories is by way 
of the window, and although these are locked, in case of 
a fire, it would be a simple matter to break the window 
and step out on to the fire escape. Fire extinguishere 
are placed at various points throughout the building, 
and 1 understand from the Principal that fire drill is 
observed from time to time. The weather was very cold 
on the night 1 was at the school, consequently I did not 
ask for a fire drill. This school is fortunately 
situated, in that they have the same water preesure as 
the City. 

A small herd of holstein cattle is kept, and 
1 found them in excellent condition. The milk supply 
at the present time is not large, but a number of cows 
are due to freshen within the next five or six weeks. 
Hogs are raised, but only sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the school. Poultry is kept, and 1 found that 
they were receiving good attention, with the result that 
a fair ouantity of eggs are being obtained. 

The barns and outbuildings are in good repair 
and, without exception, were clean and tidy. 

The root cellar is in the basement of the 
barn. ‘This I found well supplied with potatoes, cabbages, 
onions, turnips, and carrots.

this school is well managed, and the children receive

IT have been directed to acknowledge receivt 
of your 20%=-11 of the 10th instant, reporting on your 
recent inspection of the Portage la Prairie Indian 
Residential School. The Department is pleased to note 
that conditions generally at thie echool are satis 
factory; that the children are making progress in 
their classroom Work and that the buildings and ma- 
chinery are clean and tidy and kept in rood repair; 
also that the echool ie well manared,. 


Regarding the fire equipment, it is noted that 
fire extinguishers are Placed at various points throurh- 
out the building, and that fire drill ie observed from 
time to time, it ie also noted that the fire escape 
from the dormitories is by way of the window and that 
these are kept locked. These, s* well ag door exits, 
must not be locked or sealed in anv manner. I would 
refer you to paragraph four of the inetructions to 
principals of Indian residential schools dated February 
5, 1932, copy of which is enclosed herewith for your 
information. I would request that you draw the attention 
of the Principal to the Department's instructions rerard- 
ing the requirements that windows or doors from fire 
escapes must not be locked, 


In all other respecte, the Department is 
pleased with the satisfactory conditions at this school, 
as set forth in your report.

The Department will approve of the repairs required 
being carried out, as suggested by Mr. Hamilton, viz.: the 
installing of a 6" x 6" post ineide columns for weopere and 
aleo the insta of a wooden base of sufficient height to 
make up the dec portion of the columns. It is considered 
that wood would more satisfactory than cement for this 
purpose. The r end pediments on top of porch should 
aleo be repaired. It is noted that the cost of the repairs 
and the renewing of the damaged portions of the poreh will 
be syivexinetely 948. You may have the work done as ear 
as it can be arranged, keeping the costs as low as possible. 
After the work has been completed to your satisfaction you 
should forward an account triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the expenditure ineurred. 


Regardi the repairs to the rear balconies, it is 
considered that it should not be necessary to have specific- 
ations prepered for these repairs. It is believed that a 
eompetent carpenter could state what absolutely required 
at the present time and furnish an os te of the cost. You 
might submit an estimate of the repaife Doclusels 
to the rear balcony. Our funde are extremely limited, and 
it will only be possible to authorize work that is urgent.

There are two pieces of work which in 
my judgment ought to be done in the immediate future to 
bring the equipment of the School here up to standard; and 
as these would be somewhat in the nature of capital expend- 
iture, I am desirous of placing the facts before the De- 
partment through you with a view to requesting a grant. to 
cover the outlay. 


I. THE STABLES, 


The first is in connection with the stables. The 
present stable was erected when the farm was only fifty or 
fifty-five acres and is quite inadequate for the stock now 
kept much less for any expansion or specializing in stock 
which might be undertaken. At the present time six horses 
seven milk cows, a bull, three young cattle and two calves 
are houses indiscriminately in a space about 40° x 50', 

I do not suggest a new building, but the use of 
a skeleton extension alread erécted a f this 
building. It e le W: as e@ stable proper 
equires only to be 
to make it usable 
: at the work would 
pruce sheeting, 2250 f 
ceiling, six rolls building paper and fifty sacks of 
cement. A local lumber merchant autes the figure of 
$195 on these items. In addition thére would be required 
material for partitions or stells,making, as I estimate a 
total of about $250 . This would house the stock com- 
fortably and give much better opportunity for doing 
effective work in this department. The work of equiping 
the stable with these improvements could be done by the 
staff with the bigger boys and a very small minimum of 
additional labor. 


II. THE PLAYROOmS. 


The second piece of work is the fitting of the 
two large playrooms with fixed wide benches around the 
walls, At the present time there is practically nothing 
for either the boys or girls to sit on, and I find that 
squatting on the floor in the most primitive fashion tends 


y file 583-5 art 5) 
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to become common. while in charge of the Ahousat School 
some years ago we fitted the playrooms with fixed wide 
pbenshes nearly all the way around the walls, and with 
satisfactory results, ‘They not only afforded comfortable 
seating, a good chance for or izea play and could even 

be used for reclining or resting at le h. The cost is 
not great and the work of putting them could be done 
without any expense. The plank required is quoted by @& 
local dealer at $116, which with the nails or spikes negess- 
ary would make the totel cost about $120. 


I trust that these two proposals will receive 
favorable consideration and that the Bepartment may see 


fit to provide a grant covering the cost of the material 
estimated at a total of $570.

Gentlemen 


Our Health Offieer, Dr. Gerdon, has had some correspondence 
with your department frem year to year in connection with the Indian 
Industrial School situated just West of the City, draining the septic 
tanks into Crescent Lake. 


The report of your official has always been to the effect 
that this did not cause anything harmful and was perfectly in order. 
Personally I was never satisfied that it was, but of course I am not a 
medical man, 


However, at a meeting of the Board of frade this very matter 
was brought up by a number of the residents of the City, and they are all 
complaining very strongly over this practice being continued. Myself I 
do not think it is right that the Indian Scheel should allow this drainage. 
Even if it is not harmful to say the least it is not clean in any event, 
and I know that the citizens do not like it. I would imagine: that this 
School, which is financed I believe by the Dominion Government, should be 
able to put in a proper sewerage disposal plant so as not to drain into 
the Lake. 


On behalf of the City I am therefore asking that the 
practice of draining this overflow into Crescent Lake be stopped forthwith.

Dear Sir: Re Indian School-Sewage Treatment 
2nd Disposal _ . 


In accordance with your letter of request dated May 8th, 
inspection was made during May llth, and we desire to state as follows: 


The sewage from the building in question is treated in a 
septic tank and the effluent is discharged into Crescent Lake. Judging by 
the quality of the effluent, collected over three different periods, the 
tank was giving satisfactory service. The effluent was comparatively clear, 
there being only a slight turbitidy with faint odor, which disappeared 
in twenty-four hours. 


There are two discharge dfains from the plant, onéyonly, 
being in continuous operation, the other being an auxiliary to care for any 
stoppage or flooding. The drain or sewer is above the present lake water 
level and in consequence effluent drips on to the bank and traverses a 
distance of about ten feet before entering the water. On the intervening 
area between the water and terminal there is naturally a soaking of the 
ground and resultant decomposition of the minute floculent sewage particles 
on the surface. Odors from this condition were noticeable only in close 
proximity. As the lake is apparently fed from the Assiniboine River by 
pumping, it is not certain whether the lake level was higher at the time 
of the septic tank installation some twanty years ago. 


From a general observation of conditions over practically 
the entire lake shores, there was not any evidence of nuisance or offence due 
to sewage, decomposing solids, or offensive odors, except the minor conditions 
referred to at the point of effluent discharge, which would show that the 
dilution, oxidation, and other naturel purifying agencies are more than adequate, 


From ea public health st-udpoint there is at present no 
hazard, 


The Lake is, according to information, not used for bathing, 
boating, nor as a domestic water supply and would not eppear to be adversely 
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affected even as e rendevous or sanctuary for wild bird life. As the 
sewage is being treated and not discharged in e raw condition into s body of 
water there is no infraction of the Regulations. 


In conclusion there is no condition, in our opinion, at 
present, which would warrant any apprehension or be detrimental to the 
health of the citizens.

Thie will eeknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 20th instant referri to a lotter that had 
been received from the Department of Indian Affairs under 
date of June 16th with reference to the discharge of 
sewerage from the septic tank at the Portage la Prairie 
Indian S¢hool into Crescent Lake, 


On dune 26th, the writer proceeded to Portage 
la Prairie, looked over the situation at the Indian 
Residential School and also interviewea the Mayor of the 
Town, Mr. Joseph Miller, Prior to proceeding to Portage 
la Prairie, the writer interviewed Mr. Foggie, Chief 
Sanitary Inepector of the Department of Health and Public 
Welfare of the Province of Manitoba with referenes to the 
situation, 


I was surprised te read in your letter that a 
complaint had been received from the Department of Health 
end Publie Welfare of the Province of Manitoba, inasmuch 
as this question of the situation at Portage le Prairie 
had been discussed with the writer previously and I was 
of the opinion that the Province of Manitoba officials 
did not see fit to make any complaint themselves te the 
Department of Indian Affaire with respect to the situation 
at Portage la Prairie. In leoking over the file in the 
office of the Department of Health, [ noticed that the 
Department itself makes no complaint with reference to 
conditions at Portage la Prairie, insofar as the Indian 
School is concerned but that they merely forwarded a 
complaint received from the Mayor of the Town of Portage 
le Prairie, 


In discussing the matter with Mayor Miller of 
Portage la Prairie, he stated that it was inconsistent 
of the Town to objeet to the situation at the Indian 
School, while at the same time the Town of Portage la 
frairie was passing all its raw sewage into the Assiniboine 
untreated, owever, & few residents who live possibly e 
quarter of a mile from the Indian School were quite loud 
in their complaints about the odor in the early spring and 
late summer months and the matter had recently been brought 
up at a Board of frade Meeting by one of its members who 
lives in that vicinity, Mayor Miller explained that very 
few members of the Board of Trade knew anything at all of 
the situation and the suggestion was passed to him that he 
write to the Department of Health protesting the situation, 
He ie very enxious that a disposal bed be put in 80 as to 
stop the complaints above referred to.

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I am enclosing with thie letter the report 
by Mr. Poggie, Chief Sanitary Inspector, maie to the 
Medical Health Officer of the City of Portage la Prairie, 
in conneestion with the Indian School sewage treatment 
and disposel situation at Portage la Preirie. I think 
this report is a complete answer to any complaints that 
have been received from the Mayor of Portage la FPreirie. 
The writer does not believe that at any time of the year 
any residents of the town can detect odors from the 
effluent of the Indian School unlese they proceed in 
Glose proximity to the outlet. 


The Department of Health and Public Welfare of 
the Province of Manitoba say that it woulda be very 
inconsistent on their part to make any representations 
to the Department of Indian Affaire with respect to 
improving the sewage disposal situation at the Portage 
la Prairie Indian School while the Town of Portage le 
Prairie is such @ great offender inst the regulations 
ae sot forth by the Department. y furthermore state 
that there is no infraction of the Regulations on the 
part of the Inaian School. Under the circumstences the 
writer ie of the opinion that it is not necessary to varry 
out any work at the Portage la Prairie Inaian School. 
However, it would be advieable to notify the Principal of 
the School that annual cleaning out of the septic tank is 
essential for efficient operstion and thst the same shoulda 
be attended to, 


If it is still the wish of the Department of 
Indian Affaire that the source of the compleints from the 
few residents of Portage la Prairie should be eliminated, 
it would be possible to construct an underground tile system 
that would eliminate the offensive odors at the outlet. 
If a report and estimate of aost of carrying out this work 
is desired, the same will be given attention upon the 
request of the Department.

The flooring,some of the joists and two of the pillars are 
rotted and in a dangerous condition as they support the balcony. 
his should be repaired at once and at the same time the 
verhandah and upper pbalcong should be screened and fitted

in this ~ as in my former relations with it - ready to 
accede to every reasonable request, and in all things 
desirous of providing the best conditions for carrying 
on the operations of the School. 


I have now to direct attention to certain 
situations aristng mainly out of the fact that it is 
twenty years or more since the main building of this 
School was erected and that most material things suffer 
from the lapse of years. 


I. The verandahs across the west side of the 
pbuilding from the basement to the third storey, - 
especially the floors, but, I judge, also the framework - 
are in need of repair, - if not of replacement. In 
several places the floors are quite worn through, and 
very soon might become dangerous to the limbs or even 
the lives of the children using them. They should be 
inspected and necessary repair made before another winter 


Il. A not less important matter is the condition of 
the pone especially on three sides, north, west and 
sou e main building. They are, without 
exception so slack in their frames that it becomes in- 
creasingly impossible to heat any side of the building 
if at winter temperatures the wind is directed against 
that side, For some winters past it has been necessary 
to pack many of the windows with quilts or other material 
- a very Indien-like and unsatisfactory method in order 
to make the dormitories habitable at all. It has even 
been necessary on occasion to move the children from 
the side exposed to the wind to the ‘lee' side; and in 
extreme weather the condition is literally intolerable. 

I am advised that there is now available 
patented metal weather-strip which can with a minimum of 
work and expense be Titte@ to any ordinary window, and 
will make it practically air-tight. In my judgment 
there should be no delay in taking some such course with 
some sixty odd windows of the méin building. Without 
some such provision the building cannot be made reasonabl 
comfortable for staff or pupils next winter. 
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IIl. The whole problem of the heating of the main 
puilding must be faced in the near future. I am not

In acknowledging receipt of the above noted letter 6f 
the 15th ultimo, I beg to advise that I have been over the 
repairs suggested by the Department at the Portage la 
Prairie Indian Residential School, It is my opinion that 
although the windows are in some respects ilfitting, this 
is not altogether the cause of the school being cold, I 
believe the cold wind comes around the casements, as beside 
the regular sash, there are two storm windows in addition. 
The fixing of the casements would be very expensive and could 
be overcome by the glassing in of the balcony as suggested 
by Mr. Jones. The roof has not leaked since Mr. Jones 
took over, although this is an expense that will have to be 
considered in a year or so's time, The roof was damaged in 
the cyclone in the year 1923 and has been repaired from time 
to time. The balcony will have to repaired, otherwise I 
am afraid serious damage, perhaps involving a number of 
pupils, may result. The cost of a temporary repair will 
be in the neighbourhood of $10.00, the staff of the school 
furnishing the labour. This will only be temporary, and an 
amount of approximately $790,00 should be spent di completing 
and improving this balcony next year. 


The Principal is purchasing a herd of Jersey cows and the 
stable should be enlarged to accomodate this herd, The amount 
required for this, and it should be done before the cold 
weather sets in, is $154.50, ‘This estimate includes the cost 
of material, and labour, A further sum of 254.00 should be 
spent on barn improvements next year. 


The Principal feels that money can be saved in the instali~ 
ing of a new furnace, and requests an amount of $180.00 for 
this purpose. I also believe a saving ¢ be made, as wood 
fuel in this district is now dearer than eat, and the cheap~ 
est kind of coal could be burnt. The installation of a 
coal furnace may overcome the cold condition of the school 
to some extent, as the fire would not be in and out, as in 
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in 
a wood furnace. 


The Principal has done considerable repair work around 
the school at own expense. He has removed the silo from the 
Stacey farm to the Home Farm buildings. This will give him 
considerable more space for ensilage at home, Windows 
and wire screens have been repaired at a cost of $194,00. 

In addition a team of horses have been purchased at a cost 
of $175.00, and a herd of cows at $1750.00. 


I veg to recommend that the sum of $300.00 be spent as 
follows; improvements to barn $155.00, converting furnace 
from wood burner to coal burner $186.00. 


I would also be pleased if the following amounts be 
placed in Estimates for repairs and improvements next year.

The services of a suitable man will cost 
from 25 to 30 dollars per month » 


I am quite prepared to recommend that this be 
granted, but I would much prefer if the Department would 
also install @ proper punch clock. My experience has 
been that a night watchman is not much good unless we 
have some means of checking on his time, The money 
involved in connection with this matter is not great for 
the satisfaction obtained and 1 am quite sure the extra 
precaution would justify the expense.

The sewage disposal system of this school has not 
been working satisfactorily for some ye*rs past and many 
complaints have been made about t! odour from the septic 

nd the outlet int Jrescent Lake. 

Mr Foesiec of the Department of Health for the 
Province of Manitoba was here last week in response to the 
above complaints. We went into the whole matter thorovehly 
and he recommends 2 larger septic tank and a chlorine treatment 
to the liquid before discharge into the Lake. This chlorine 
system would involve considerable additional expense for 
construstion and yearly maintenence, 

I have consulted with Mr Porter(the Engineer for 
the City of Portage-la-Prairie) on this sewage problem,he agrees 
with Mr Foggie that our present system is unsatisfactory and 
{nadequate end ought to be peplaced with a larger system 
as early as possible. 

When I teok charge last July I wes informed of the 
eonstant trouble with the swwage disposal, I had the tank cleaned 
out, the tree traps cleaned, and emcavated to the outlet drain 
and uncovered the tank, Since then we have had to pump out the 
tank nine times, the drain has been plugged between the school 
and the tank and between the tank and the outlet. Not having 
the necessary eauipment to release the obstructions Mr Porter 
has kindly loaned the City eouipment and sent along two men 
who are used to this kind of work. 

Not having any plans of the present system I have 
traced out the tank and drains and enclose 4 sketch of the same, 

May I respectfully ask for your early consideration 
to this important problem.

I have for attention your letter of March 7th 
with enclosure relating to comp: eints being made by the 
fown of Portage la Prairie rae te amen the septic tank at 
the Portage la Prairie Indian School. 


Pollowt my report of last June re this matter, 
I was informed by « de Foggie, Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Department of Health and Pu lic Welfare of the Province o 
Manitoba, that as a result of further investigations 
carried out by himself, he had ascertained that the Town 
of Portage la Prairie had a 12" overflow sewer discharging 
into Grescent Lake and that at times large quantities of 
raw sewage was being discharged into the lake. Such being 
the case the Town's complaints about the effluent from the 
septic tank, one year ago, were rather out of place. 


Last autumn the Town of Portage la Prairie 
completed a secondary branch sewer that enabled the town 
to discontinue dumping sewage into Crescent Lake and 
probably the officials consider that their protests are now 
more in ordére However, the writer doea not consider that 
the town has any grounds for complaint as long as they 
continue to outlet all of their raw sewage into the 
Assiniboine River contrary to the regulations of the 
lianitoba Department of Health. 


{ have discussed the situation with Mr. Foggie 
since the receipt of your letter and we also discussed 
the matter of these complaints two or three weeks ago. The 
attitude of the Chief Sanitary Inspector is that the septic 
tanks are sufficiently large, that they are operating 
efficiently, that the sewage disposal plant meets with the 
requirements of the Manitoba Department of Health and that 
there is Little ground for complaint and that as long as 
the Provincial Government permits the Town of Portage la 
Prairie to dump ite raw sewage into the Assiniboine River, 
it would be most inconsisten for the Provincial Government 
to make any representations to the Dominion Government about 
the discharging of the effluent from the septic tank of the 
Indian School into Crescent Lake. 


In view of the fact that the Manitoba Department 
of Health have on several recent occasions investigated the 
complaints regarding the sewage digposal system at the 
Indisn Sehool end have found no reasonable grounds for such 
compleints, the writer is of the opinion that there is no 
need for the Department of Indian Affairs to consider any 
extensions or alterations to the existing system. However, 
I would again draw to the attention of the Department of 
Indien Affairs, the necessity of having the septic tanks

The Department has received the report of 
Mre D. B. Gow, Acting District Chief Engineer, Dominion 
Water Power and Hydrometric Bureau, Winnipeg, on his invest- 
igation into the complaint, made by the city of Portage la 
Prairie, regarding the conmlition of the septic tank at the 
Portage la Prairie Indian Residential School. Mr. Gow 
states that the attitude of the Chief Sanitary Inspector, 
Department of Health, is that the septic tanke are 
sufficiently large, that they are operating efficiently, 
that the sewage dieposal plant meets with the requirements 
of the Manitoba Department of Health, and that there is 
little ground for complaint. Mr. Gow is of opinion that 
there is no need for the Department to consider any exten- 
sions or alterations to the existing system. 


Mr Gow draws attention, however, to the 
necessity of having the septic tank cleaned out frequently. 
He states that, by yo pet tm to have thie done, the septic 
tank faile to give the efficient results that are possible 
and, accord » becomes a source of complaints from 
nearby residents. 


I have to request thet you will inform the 
Principal that he ie expected to see that every attention 
ie given in the operation of the septic tank and that it 
is $requentiy Cleaned. It is considered that this work 
should be dome by the school, without expense to the 
Department.

I submit the following prices for proposed work at 

the School. 

No.l To supply three water fronts for kitchen range. 
1. 115 Gallon (Imperial) Range boiler & Stand. 
Boiler to be extra heavy, tapped 1k". 24%" in diameter 
and 72" high. To connect the three water fronts to 
this boiler and arrenge the piping so as to supply the 
kitchen with hot water first and to be residue if not 
needed into the general supply. I agree to supply 
above material and all necessary pipe, fittings and 
labour for this work and to leave everything connected 
up in good shape and ready for use for the sum of One 
hundred and eighty eight dollars ($188.00) 

There is a lot of work connected 
with this job as Gurney informs me that the water fronts 
will have to be fitted and there are no holes for them 
in the range which will mean moving it out, Please 
notice that the boiler is 24% x 72 and contains 115 
Imperial gallons. This is not the same as the old 
100 gallon bailer which is now called #100 and only 
holds 77 Imperial gallons. 58" x 22". 

I have been thinking over using 
the tank in the dairy but I do not think you would get 
enough heat from the stove to make it really hot so you 
would only be getting warm water. 


No.2 ‘To changing small steam boiler into water heater. 
To supply all material and labour to enlarge openings

The at yached letter was received from the Reverend 
Principal Af the Portage la Prairie Residential School 
this date On receipt of the letter I immediately 
proceeded to the school and inspected the hot water 


4 The water for the laundry, baths, and ablution basins, 
\ has been heated by a small jacket heater in the basement. 
Me heater is very old and is now beyond repaire 


The hot water used in the kitchen is from pans heated 
on the cook stove. 


The reservoir tank of the jacket heateris also warmed 
by pipes through the flue of the heating furnace, the pipes 
being a supplimentary heating system to the jacket heater. 


There is a steam boiler in the laundry which has not 
been used for a number of years, for the reason stated in 
Mr. Jones' letter. The suggestion is; that, this boiler 
be moved to the basement to replace the jacket heater, 
which should be scrapped. The cost of moving the boiler, 
and the additional labour of enlarging the openings to 
make it adaptable for a water heater would be $54.00. 

The two 2" Gate valves would be required. Item No.2 of 
the attached estimate. 


The coil through the flue of the neating furnace is 
corroded and full of a lime deposit, and will have to be 
renewed, The estimated cost of this work is $50.00. As 
previously stated, this coil forms an additional heating 
system for the reservoir tank, and would eliminate the 
use of the steam boiler ( the one to be moved) except on 
those days when additional hot water is required for 
laundry and bathing. Item No. 3 of estimate. 


The cost of a range boiler and stand, including water 
fronts, labour etc., is estimated in Item No. 1. at $188.00. 
At the present time there is a small boiler attached to 
the cook stove with a capacity of about 40 gallons, The 
pipes to this are burnt out, and the boiler is only large 
enough for an ordinary household, There is no doubt that 
to have a very necessary supply of hot water on hand in 
the kitchen at all times a larger boiler should be installed. 
The heating of water in pans on the cook stove is not only 
jnadaquate but very dangerous. 


The estimate enclosed was asked for by the Reverend

work asked for by the Principal is, I consider very 
necessary end urgent. It would also te cheaply installed 
and also furnish an edaquate supply of hot water at all 
times, If the Department approve of this work other 
estimates could be obtained from plumbers in the City of 
Portage la Prairie if necessary. 


Will you kindly advise in this matter at your earliest 
convenience as at the present time the school is without 
hot water for laundry and bathing purposes.

Dear Sir,- 

May I call your attention to the lack of an adequate 
method of heating water in this school. 

The only method that has been in use is a small 
jacket heater made of cast iron, @ little over a year ago Mr 
Wood had to send it away to be welded,one month ago it begen 
to leak again and I called in the plumber who stopped the leal 
with iron cement, it is now leaking in another place. Due to 
aceummlation of scale in the cast heaber the circulation has 
been retarded and the heater has become useless. 

The coils in the heating furnace have been of no 
use for some years now, they are full of scale so there is no 
circulation of water. 

The Kitchen Range is not fitted with coils , this 
Range has three fire boxes and if fitted with coils would give 
a good supply of hot weter for kitchen use . At the present tine 
the water has to be heated in pans on the ton of the stove. 

When the Laufidry was first equipped it was intended 
to use a steam boiler for heating the water, but this would involve 
engaging = eertifie’ steam engineer, which evidently was 
considered too expensive, This steam boiler is standing in the 

laundry having never been used except to test it. I provnose to 
move it to the basement and use it as a hot water heater. 

LT am enclosing an estimate of the cost of these 

hree surve*ted chanses, 

I sha11 be pleased if you will give this your 

arly consideration.
